Daladier Cabinet Falls 
On French Budget Vote 


Chamber of Deputies 
Premier’s Warning 
Finances Are 


Refuses To Listen to 
of Inflation Unless 


Put in Order. 


PARIS, Oct. 24.—(Tuesday)—(#) 
The French cabinet headed by Premier 
Daladier was overthrown by a vote 
of 329 to 241 in the chamber of depu- 
ties early today and its members will 
resign, 

Premier Daladier went down to de- 
feat fighting to the last for a balanced 
budget in order to save the franc. He 
immediately prepared his resignation. 

The chamber threw the ministry 
out, unmoved by Daladier’s impas- 
sioned warning that failure to strike 
a budgetary balance means that infla- 
tion is inevitable “within five or six 
weeks.” 

The deputies refused Daladier’s 
proposal to cut the salaries of govern- 
ment functionaries. 

The members of the cabinet with- 
drew immediately from the chamber 
following the vote. 

Nine Months’ Tenure. 

They assembled at once to prepare 
their resignation after holding office 
almost nine months—the average life 
of a French ministry. 

The chamber session ended in a hub- 
bub which was reflected on the streets 
of Paris, where the heaviest guards 
in many years patrolled. 

The vote came on a compromise 
amendment cutting in half the gov- 


functionaries’ salaries despite Dala- 
diers firm stand that his preposed 
salary cuts should be retained. 

It bad been hoped that the govern- 
ment’s last-minute acceptance of the 
compromise, which some _ deputies 
calied “capitulation,” would satisfy 
the socialists. But at midnight Leon 
Blum, socialist leader, refused the 
cempromise, thereby drawing a ter- 
rifie denunciation from Daladier. 

Pressure from the functionaries, 
whose salaries Daladier wanted to 
cut, caused the majority of socialists 
to throw their weight against the 
ministry. The funetionaries had 
threatened a demonstration and 
strikes. 


Defeated by Socialists. 


The overthrow of the ministry came 
when it failed to rally sufficient votes 
from the center to counterbalance the 
topheavy socialist ballot. 

Among the men most prominently 
mentioned to succeed Daladier is Min- 
ister of the Marine Albert Sarraut, 
because he is a senator and thus de- 
tached from the wrangling in the 
chamber. 

Camille Chautemps, who was pre- 
mier in 1930, also was suggested, but

PROVIDES IMPETUS 


FOR MARKETS’ RIE 


Stocks, Bonds, Cotton and | 
Grain All Share in Broad 
Advance Under Heavy 
Buying. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23—(4)—Stocks 
and commodities surged upward, and 
the dollar declined, as financial mar- 


kets endeavored to adjust themselves 
today to President Roosevelt’s plan 
of establishing a government-con- 
trolled gold market. 

While financial quarters awaited 
anxiously for an elaboration of the 
plan, it was widely assumed that the 
program of fixing the price of gold 
would be used to advance the price, 
thus depreciating the gold value of the 
dollar, and boosting commodity prices. 

Sharles registered numerous  ad- 
vances of $1 to $7, with gold mining 
issues particularly buoyant. An ex- 
treme upswing of $40 a share appear- 
ed in Homestake Mining, which reach- 
ed a price of $340. Wheat rose in 
the Chieago pit 37-8 to 41-2 cents a 
bushel, corn and oats 21-2 to 3 cents. 


The upsurge the markets, how- 
ever, was mild compared to that 
which greeted the announcement last 
April that the United States was off 
the gold standard, or the sharp depre- 
ciation of the dollar in relation to 
gold currencies last July. 

While President Roosevelt made it 
clear in his address last night that 
the government proposed to use all 
feasible means to lift commodity 
prices sufficiently to restore economic 
balance (presumably to around the 
levels of 1926) he also said that it 
would be accomplished with a sound 
money and maintenance of the gov- 
ernment’s credit. This was accepted as 
an indication of determination to 
avoid reckless inflation, and no hasty 
flight of capital out of cash into 
shares and staples ensued comparable 
to that of April or July. 

In fact. some markets receded some- 
what from their best levels. This was 
particularly notable in cotton, which 
at best got up only about $1.50 a

AUTOMATIC DROP 
IN DOLLAR IS SEEN 


President Ready To Re- 
verse Process Should It 
Be Necessary. to Halt 
Too-Swift Price Rise. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—-(7)}— 


Government purchases of newly-mined 
gold at figure higher than world mar- 
ket quotations were expected almost 
immediately in Washington tonight as 
the first step in President Roosevelt's 
plan for giving the farmer and man- 
ufacturer higher.prices by taking and 
keeping control of the value of the 
nation’s money. 

Encouraged by the ready upward 
response of the commodity markets to 
a bare announcement of the plan, the 
chief executive and his advisors ab- 
sorbed themselves in the task of get- 
ting his system of “managed curren- 
cy” into operation at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

Jesse Jones, chairman of the Re- 
construction Corporation, through 
which the purchases will be made, 
called twice at the White House, ac- 
companied on his second visit by Har- 
vey Couch, RFC director. His earlier 
conference with the president was at- 
tended also by Acting Secretary Ache- 
son, of the treasury, and Henry Mor- 
genthau Jr., chairman of the farm 
credit administration.

In addition to buying newly-mined 
gold at a price to be fixed by the 
RFC and treasu consultation 
with Mr. Roosevelt, the plan contem- 
plates purchases and gales of gold on 
the foreign markets to adjust the 
country’s supply of monetary gold to 
the needs of the economic situation as 
it develops. 

A pronounced advance in com- 
modity prices, goal of all the presi- 
dent’s recovery measures, is the im- 
mediate object of the gold transac- 
tions. Prices are to be spurred ed 
to.a satisfactory level and stabilized 
there,- Mr. Roosevelt said in his ad- 
dress of last night in which he an- 
nounced his plans. 

“When we have restored the price 
level, we shall seek to establish and 
maintain a dollar which will not 
change its purchasing and debt-paying 
power throughout the succeedin 
eration,” the chief executive said, em- 
phasizing at the same time that the 
price level must be restored before 
any permanent revaluation of the dol- 
lar could be undertaken.

It is a 
tested economic principle that when 
gold prices go up commodity prices do 
also and when the dollar value of 
the metal falls off commodity prices 
tumble as well. 

Economists pointed out that al- 
though the United States is officially 
off the gold standard, gold is still the 
basis of prices because the currency 
still has a gold backing regardless of 
the fact that it is impossible to ob- 
tain gold in exchange for currency. 

Thus, if the number of dollars that 
can be obtained for an ounce of gold 
arc increased, it was said, the num- 
ber of dollars that a given quantity 
of wheat would command also would 
increase. This, it was added, has been 
shown by years of economic history 
with gvld prices and commodity prices 
constantly adjusting themselves as one 
or the other changed. 

Above World Level. 

Consequently, Mr. Roosevelt was 
regarded as planning to achieve his 
goal, of higher commodity prices by 
establishing a market for the newly- 
mined metal at a price above world 
quotations. 

Bulwarking this plan is the chief 
executive’s proposal ror buying and 
selling gold in the world markets. 
The relation of the nation’s gold stock 
to prices has long been noted. *%A 
vivid illustration was the sharp drop 
in price levels during the panic of 
last spring when large quantities of 
gold were shipped out of the coun- 
try by frightened owners. 

When Mr. Roosevelt stopped this 
movement by clapping on an embar- 
go, a rise in prices was stimulated 
thereby, economists say, although 
other influences were also working in 
the same direction. 

The president’s announcement of 
his plans included an assertion that 
any unreasonable rise in prices would 
be checked by putting his system into 
reverse. The RFC’s_ gold price 
would be reduced, presumably, and 
gold previously purchased sold on the 
world markets. 

Gold Content. 

In actual operation little differ-

A letter from Senator Robert F. 
Wagner, of New York, chairman of 
the NRA national labor board, was 
received advising that definite out- 
lines as to the functions and duties 
expected of the regional board will be 
available during this week. The board 
decided to take no affirmative action 
pending receipt of the plans. 

The board, however, desires | all 
groups or interests “affected by labor 
problems which might result in the 
interruption of work, to know that 
the services of the board for the pur- 
pose of mediation are at their dis- 
posal,” the statement said. “All such 
groups are requested to communicate 
with the board before taking any ac- 
tion which would result in a breach 
of industrial relations.”

The principal difference between 
these and the market about to be 
established is that the price offered 
by the latter will be fixed arbitrarily 
at a point higher than world quo- 
tations with the consequence that all 
the gold eligible for the market would 
be attracted to it. As a result of 
the 25,000 to 30,000 ounces a week 
that have been shipped abroad re- 
cently would be kept in the country. 

Officials believed an important re- 
sult would be that the dollar would 
be released from the control of Lon- 
don and Paris banks and European 
speculators, with a cheapening of the 
dollar in terms of pounds and francs.

GLASS SNAKE. 

I am somewhat doubtful of this ar- 
ticle today. I realize fully that it is 
going to bring down the wrath of 
“eye-witnesses’ on m7 head. I know 
that I stand to lose some friends by 
what I say, for some of my acquaint- 
ances are so positive; that I am 
wrong in the matter that they have 
occasionally offered to put me out of 
pain. 

At any rate, this glass-snake is not 
a snake. It is a lizard without legs. 
Proof? On the side of the head, far 
back and toward the end of the jaw- 
bone, there is a definite hole. ‘This 
pit marks the position of the ear, and 
is not found in the snakes. Further- 
more, the scales on the underside of 
the body are similar in size and shape 
to those on the back, a_ situation 
which in the snakes finds its only 
parallel in the Pelamydrid serpents 
which inhabit the sea. All land-going 
snakes, in other words, have the wn- 
tral scales elongated across the bedy 
and arranged in linear order. 

And the story of this species break- 
ing into a number of pieces which 
join together again must be branded 
as fanciful. This species, it is true, 


shares with other lizards the power 
of shedding the tail when grasped by 
that member. Suppose ai snake 
seized the lizard by the tail, the tail 
can be conyeniently shed while the 
more important part of the animal 
streaks away to safety. 1 have seen 
the animals shed tails in such cases, 
but the majority of specimens that I 
have seen have regenerated the lost 
tail with a short, brown stub. Had 
they been able to retrieve the broken 
parts of the tail, I am sure that they 
would have done so, since it is a real 
insurance policy to the lizard. 

There. have shot my round, You 
who have seen t phenomenon—and 
I can’t really believe that you have 
—can get your ammunition up for a 
return barrage. Yon will never con- 
vince me that anything of the sort 
happens until I see it, and frankly, 
ladies and gentlemen. I have no re- 
mote idea that I will ever be so for- 
tunate. Whatever basis there may 
be in the habits of this lizard for 
such a story, if such a basis exists 
at all, has eluded my investigations. 
Until conclusively demonstrated, 
which it cannot be, I brand this 
story as a flight of fancy worthy of 
the middle ages.

Odds of Penny Flipping 
Even in 40,000 Attempts 


ATHENS, Gd. Oct. 23.—4)— 
Penny-flipping odds are about even 
on heads and tails after 40,000 sci- 
entific flips. - 

That’s what Professor Pope R. 
Hill, of the miathematics depart- 
ment of the University of Georgia 
here has found, but his experi- 
ments are not eyen half over. ' 

Months and months ago Pro- 
fessor Hill began his flipping. He 
assembled ‘200 pennies, a hundred 
of one date and the same number 
of another. He balanced each pen- 
ny against the other down to one- 
thousandth of a gram. 

Since they were weighed on 
chemical balances, Professor Hill 
said that in addition to the heads 
and tails falls, he would get infor- 
mation on tbe probability of runs 
of certain mumbers as well as to 
test the general law of probability. 

He expects to flip the pennies 
for the 100,000dth time next July 
and. then his experiment will, be 
completed.

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THE MEASURE OF THE DOLLAR. 

The plain inference from the 
president’s address of Sunday 
- night is that he contemplates the 
‘revaluation of the dollar, That he 
has this in mind there can be no 
doubt. 

The president wishes to estab- 
lish the price level first so as to as- 
certain just what the permanent 
value of the dollar should be. 

This may. mean an early revalu- 
ation of the dollar, or an indefi- 
nite delay in fixing its measure. 

The business of the country will 
not know where it stands until it 
knows the definite value of the 
dollar. 

The element of uncertainty on 
this point is one of the main causes 
of the halt in business for the past 
two months. 

Nothing would do more to es- 
tablish price levels than a definite 
notice to the country of the exact 
measure of the dollar. With that 
question settléd commodity prices 
would adjust themselves to a high- 
er level, and the business of the 
country would proceed to an im- 
mediate adjustment ‘to the new 
basis, whatever it may be. 

If the solution of the question is 
to depend upon congressional ac- 
tion there is danger of going to an 
unwarranted extreme. If, however, 
between now~-and January 1, the 
president under the authority vest- 
ed in him will inform the country 
just what it may expect in the way 
of dollar revaluation, the issue will 
very largely be removed from the 
congressional forum and the busi- 
ness of the country will experience 
quickened convalescense.

Herr Goering -is right. Nobody 
would be any better for it. A new 
war now, with the present state of 
perfection of armaments, would wipe 
out civilization. It would be a war 
to the bitter end. And bitter the end 
would be. But Herr Goering’s talk 
consists of mere words, unfortunate- 
ly. His deeds tell a different story. 
He is pushing the militarization of 
Germany for all he is worth. He wants 
tanks, he wants an air service, he 
wants heavy artillery. What for? 
Who is threatening Germany? He 
admitted himself that nobody is do- 
ing so, but that it was the feeling 
of helplessness, of being at the mercy 
of others, which exasperated the Ger- 
man people. They were not free to do 
as they chose. What then do they 
want? Or rather what does the Hit- 
ler government want? 


For answer we have only to look 
into the published works of Herr Hit- 
ler and Herr Rosenburg and Herr 
Goebbels. And what we read therein 
about. Germany's place in the sun 
sounds little encouraging. The books 
of these gentlemen teem with threats 
at the address of other nations. 
These bgoks have never been repudi- 
ated. To the contrary they are being 
printed and reprinted in their mil- 
lions of copies in the reich.

(a) Employes shall have the right 
to orga bargain collectively 
through representatives of their own 
choosing, and shall be free from the 
interference, restraint, or coercion of 
employers of labor, or their agents, 
in the designation of such representa- 
tives or in self-organization or in oth- 
er concerted activities for the purpose 
of collective bargaining or other mu- 
tual aid or protection. 

(b) No employes and no one seek- 
ing employment shall be required as 
a condition of employment to join any 
company union or to refrain from 
joining, organizing or assisting a la- 

r organization of his own choosing. 

(c) Employers shall comply with 
the maximum hours of labor, minimum 
rates of pay, and other conditions of 
employment, approved or prescribed 
by the president. 

Child Labor: 


No person under the age of 16 years 
shall be employed, except that persons 
14 and 15 years of age may be em- 
ployed either, 

(a) For a period not to exceed three 
hours per day on six days per week, or 

(b) For one day per week, such day 
not to exceed eight hours. 

In either case, ‘all such hours of 
work shall be between 7 a. m., and 7 
p. m., and shall not conflict with the 
employe’s hours of day school. It 
is provided, however, that no person 
under the age of 16 years shall be 
employed in delivering merchandise 
from motor vehicles. 


Basic Store and Working Hours. 

Group A. Any establishment may 
elect to remain open for business less 
than 56 hours but not less than 52 
hours per week, unless its store hours 
were less than 52 hours prior to June 
1, 1933, in which case such establish- 
ment shall not reduce its store hours; 
no employe ‘of these establishments 
shall work more than 40 hours per 
week, nor more than 8 hours per day, 
nor more than six days per week. 

Group B. Any establishments may 
elect to remain open for business 56 
hours or more per week but less thah 
63 hours per week; no employe of 
such establishment shall work more 
than 44 hours per week, nor more 
than 9 hours per day, nor more than 
six days per week. 


Group C. Any establishment may 
elect to remain open for business 63 
hours or more — week; no employe 
of such establishment shall work more 
than 48 hours per week, nor more 
than 10 hours per day, nor more than 
six days per week. 

No employe not included in the 
foregoing paragraphs shall work more 
than 40 Reon per week, nor more than 
8 hours per day, nor more than six 
days per week. 

Any establishment may at any time 
increase its store hours, provided it 
maintains the basic employe work 
week of the group in which it orig- 
inally elected to operate. 

Any establishment may, for a pe- 
riod not to exceed three months dur- 
ing the summer, temporarily reduce 
its store hours, but the weekly wages 
of its employes shall not on that ac- 
count be reduced. | 

The maximum periods of labor pre- 
scribed shall not apply to professional 
persons employed and working at 
their rofession, or to outside sales- 
men, outside collectors, watchmen, 
guards and store detectives. 

The maximum periods of labor pre- 
scribed shall not apply to maintenance 
and outside service employes; but 
such employes shall not work more 
than six hours per week above the 
maximum hours per week otherwise 
prescribed unless they are paid at the 
rate of time and one-third for over- 
time. 

Executives receiving $35 or more

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(#) 
Esengtion of small stores in com- 
munities of 2,500 or less from ap- 
plication of codes or Blue Eagle 
terms was accomplished by an ex- 
ecutive order of the pres t, and 
no exemption for them appears in 
the text of the retail code as ap- 
proved. 

The executive order in effect 
suspended application of the indus- 
trial control undertaking to small 
towns except for manufacturing 
establishments and chain stores. 
The latter was left covered by code 
terms because the order of exemp- 
tion specified that it should apply 
only to local stores employing few- 
er than five persons in towns of 
2,500 or less.

per week and provided further that 
no employe shall be paid less than 
at the rate of $9 per week; within 
cities, towns, villages and other places 
under 2,500 population the wages of 
all classes of employes shall be in- 
creased from the rates existing on 
June 1, 1933, by not less than 20 per 
cent, provided that. this shall not re- 
quire an increase in wages to more 
than the rate of $9 per week, 
Part-Time Employes. 

Part-time employes shall be paid 
not jess than at an hourly rate pro- 
portionate to the rates prescribed. 

The weekly wages of all classes of 
employes receiving more than the 
minimum wages prescribed in this 
article shall not be.reduced from the 
rates existing upon July. 15, 1933, 
notwithstanding any reduction in the 
number of working hours of such em- 
ployes. 

Limitations Upon Price Increases: 


No retailer shall increase the price 
of any merchandise sold after the ef- 
fective date of this code over the price 
existing June 1, 1933, by more than is 
made necessary by the amount of in- 
creases in production, operating, re- 
placement, and, or invoice costs 0 
merchandise, and-or by taxes or other 
costs resulting from action taken pur- 
suant to the national industrial re- 
covery act, and, or the agricultural 
adjustment act since June 1, 1933, 
and in setting such price increases re- 
tailers shall give full weight to prob- 
able increases in sales yolume, 


Prior Contracts: 

Where costs of executing contracts 
entered into before June 16, 1933, by 
any retailer for the purchase of goods 
at fixed prices for delivery during the 
duration of this code are increased by 
the application of the provisions of 
the national recovery act and-or 
the agricultural adjustment act, it 
is deemed equitable that appropriate 
adjustments of such contracts to re- 
flect such increased costs actually in- 
curred be arrived at by mutual agree- 
ment or arbitral proceedings or other- 
wise, and the national retail trade 
council is constituted an agency to 
assist, 


Loss Limitation: 


To prevent unfair competition 
against local merchants, the use of 
the so-called “loss leader” is hereby 
declared to be an unfair trade prac- 
tice. These “loss leaders” are articles 
often sold below cost to the merchant 
for the purpose of attracting trade. 
This practice results, of course, either 
in efforts by the merchant to make up 
the loss by charging more than a 
reasonable profit for other articles, or 
else in driving the small merchant 
with little capital out of legitimate 
business. It works back against the 
producer of raw materials on farms 
and in industry and against the labor 
so employed. 

This declaration against the use of 
“loss leaders” by the store keeper 
does not prohibit him from selling an 
article without any profit to himself. 
But the selling price of articles to the 
consumer should include an allow- 
ance for actual wages of store labor, 
to be fixed and published from time 
to time by the trade authority herein- 
after established. 

Such an allowance for labor need 
not be included in the selling price 
of any article of food, or be applied 
by storekeepers doing business only in 
communities of less than 2, popu- 
lation which are not part of a larger 
trade area. 

Provided, however, that any retail- 
er may sell any article of merchandise 
at a price as low as the price set by 
any competitor in his trade area on 
merehandise which is identical or es- 
sentially the same, if such competitor's 
price is set in conformity with the 
foregoing provision. A retailer who 
thus reduces a price to meet a com- 
petitor’s price as above defined, shall 
not be deemed to have violated the 
provisions of this section if such re- 
tailer immediately notifies the nearest 
representative retail trade organiza- 
tion of such action and all facts per- 
tinent thereto, 

All retailers shall comply with the 
following practices : ing 

No retailer shall use advertising, 
whether printed, radio or display or 
of any other nature, which is inac- 
curate in any material particular or 
misrepresents merchandise (including 
its use, trade-mark, grade, quality. 
quantity, e, origin, material, con- 
tent, preparation or curative or thera- 
peutic effect) or credit terms, values, 
policies or services; and no retailer 
shall use advertising and-or selling 
methods which tend to deceive or mis- 
lead the customer. 

No retailer shall use advertising 
which inaccurately in any mate- 
rial particular to any competitor or 
his anse, prices, values, credit 
terms, policies or services. 

No retailer shall use advertising

No retailer shall purchase, sell or 
exchange any merchandise manufac- 
tured under a code of fair competi- 
tion which requires such merchandise 
to bear an NRA label, unless said 
merchandise bears such label. Any 
retailer rightfully possessing the in- 
signia of the NRA who has in stock 
or purchases similar merchandise 
which has been manufactured before 
the effective date of the code of fair 
competition requiring such merchan- 
dise to bear an NRA label may at- 
tach thereto the NRA insignia. 


Prison-Made Goods: 

Pending the formulation of a com- 
pact or code between the several 
States of the United States to in- 
sure the manufacture and sale of 
prison-made goods on a fair competi- 
tive basis with goods not so produced, 
the following provisions of this sec- 
tion will be stayed for 90 days, or 
further at the discretion of the ad- 
ministrator: 

(A) Where any penal, reformatory 
or correctional institution, either by 
subscribing to the code or compact 
hereinbefore referred to, or by a bind- 
ing agreement of any other nature, 
satisfies the administrator that mer- 
chandise produced in such institution 
or by the inmates therefor will not 
be sold except upon a fair competi- 
tive basis with similar merchandise 
not so produced, the provisions of 
paragraph (B) hereof shall not ap- 
ply to any merchandise produced in 
such manner in the institutions cov- 
ered by such agreement, 


(B) Except as provided in the fore- 
going paragraph, no retailer shall 
knowingly buy or contract to buy any 
merchandise produced in whole or in 
part in a penal, reformatory or cor- 
rectional institution. After May 31, 
1934, no retailer shall knowingly sell 
or offer for sale such merchandise. 
Nothing in this section, however, shall 
affect contracts, which the retailer 
does not have the option to cancel, 
made with respect to such merchan- 
dise before the approval of this code 
by the president of the United States. 


The retail trade authority shall con- 
sist of the administrator or his dep- 
uty, and three members appointed by 
the president of the United States, 
who shall advise and assist the ad- 
ministrator or his deputy. Members 
of the retail trade authority shall be 
members, without vote, of the na- 
tional retail trade council provided for 
hereinafter. 

The national retail trade council 
shall consist of at least one, but not 
more than three, representatives from 
each major division of the retail trade 
presenting this code or hereafter sub- 
scribing to it, as the administrator 
shall designate.

THE NEW FORD V-EIGHT 
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When Buckity-Buck Bryan raced 101 yards with a kick-off 
to beat Georgia Tech Saturday at Grant field he did something 
which had been done but once before—at that distance. 

In 1908, on October 26, one week later than the 
October date on which Bryan made his gallop, R. W. 
Richardson, of Pittsburgh, brought back a kick-off 101 
yards against Bucknell. 


Backs have brought back six kick-offs for a distance of 100 | 


yards and a touchdown. And several passes and a scrimmage 
play or so have gone for 100 yards. 

At 101 yards only Brvan and Richardson have suc- 
ceeded. With their record is listed one run from scrim- 
mage of 101 yards and that by Wilbur Starr, of Kansas, 
against Washington in 1924. 

There are a number of distance gallops which eclipse 
101-yard one-man parade. (I love a parade.) 

In 1884 Wyllys Terry, of Yale, ran 115 yards from 
scrimmage to score on Wesleyan. 


And in 1909 G. S. McCaa ran 110 yards from scrimmage | 


to make a touchdown for Lafayette against Swarthmore. Ben 
Boynton, of Williams, hauled a punt back 110 yards for a score. 
The longest return of a kick-off is 109 yards, made 
by Edmund Burke, of Mississippi, no later than 1931. 
Alabama was the victim. Walter Eckersall, of Chicago, 
brought one back 108 yards against Wisconsin one fall 
day in the good year 1904. 
One hundred and five yards is the favorite distance. 
Football records record 11 runs of 105 yards, five 
of them being returns of kick-offs. 
And there are several of 104, and 103 yards before we 


slide down to the magnificent 101-yard run which Bryan made. | 


And in each of them, you may be sure, there was 
some feHow like Tulane’s halfback, Mintz, to whom this 
reporter Sunday gave the name of “Life Saver’’ Mintz, 
to block out the tackler and clear the way. 

They are great things to see—but the boys who do the 
blocking are the boys. Without his lifesavers Bryan would 
have run about 35 yards. Or less.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—(4)—A high 
degree of irregularity appeared in the 
bond market today as traders and in- 
vestors variously interpreted the gold 
control and managed currency plans 
announced by President Roosevelt. 

In some quarters dollar depreciation 
and consequent currency inflation 
were seen, while in others the opin- 
ion was expressed that monetary ex- 


pansion was not a part of the program 
and that dollar stabilization probably 
would result from the buying and sell- 
ing of gold by the government. 

Considerable caution was displayed 
by most operators and the trading 
volume was even less than that of last 
Friday. Sales totaled $9,039,000, par 
value, and the average for 60 domestic 
corporate issues eased one-tenth of a 
point. 

Gains of a point or more were re- 
corded by a number of the secondary 
rails and utilities. Among these were 
loans of Alleghany Corp... American 
& Foreign Power, Postal Telegraph 
and Warner Bros. Bonds of Stude- 
baker and Santa Fe dropped 1 to 
around 2 points. 

United States government securi- 
ties were moderately mixed. Most 
of the recoveries in the foreign sec- 
tion were attributed to the sharp rally 
of European currencies in terms of 
the dollar.

The Georgia court of appeals ruled 
Monday that an automobile driver 
may be indicted for a collision even 
though his car did not actually strike 
the second person.

Stroudsburg was mentioned as having 
been visited by him.

peated inquiries as to the status of 
the District of Columbia and the ter- 
ritorial possessions of the United 
States in the event of repeal.

Jud Wilhoit, chairman of the com- 
mission, asked the accountant to come 
to the hearing today prepared to re- 
port the earnings of Southern Bell at 
the time of the sale, and to project 
those earnings at 6 per cent as a basis 
for valuation of the stock. 

For comparable figures he and 
Goree asked also for earnings and 
market value of A. T. & T. and Ca- 
nadian Bell Telephone stocks on the 
same date. 

Outside the hearing chamber, the 
attorney said the A. T. & T. and Ca- 
nadian Bell earnings on that date 
were slightly under 6 per cent of the 
market value of their stocks. 

On the same basis, Goree said, earn- 
ings of Southern Bell would have jus- 
tified a market value of at least $170 
a share instead of the $100 paid by 
A:T. & T. 

Payment of a price in that range, 
he said, would have made unnecessary 
the subsequent $32,000,000 bond issue 
which was sold through J. P. Morgan 
and Company with discount and ex- 
penses amounting to nearly $1,000,000 
in addition to 5 per cent interest for 
ll years. 

Proceeds of the stock issue, Dun- 
can testified, all were turned back 
to A. ; T. to retire demand 
notes held by the parent company. 

Goree asked what interest the de- 
mand notes bore and Duncan told 
him 6 per cent. Then Goree brought 
out that 8 per cent dividends were 
paid on the stock, giving A. T. & T. 
an additional 2 per cent, 

Asked what advantage Southern 
Bell saw in retiring 6 per cent notes 
with 8 per cent stock, the account- 
ant said business generally found it 
disadvantageous to carry demand in- 
debtedness too long. 

Commissioner George Goode asked 
Smith why the company did not take 
its stock financing needs into the gen- 
eral market when better prices were 
to be found there. 

Smith told him that temporary ad- 
vantage might be obtained in the 
open market in certain instances, but 
that in the long run the company 
felt it could do better selling to the 
parent concern. He said he had no 
doubt that the $25.000,000 issue would 
have depressed the market for all of 
the company’s stock amounting to 
$125,000,000, and that generally A. 
T. & T. would pay a better price than 
the market would offer. 

‘“Where would be able to get any 
money in the open market now if we 
needed new money as we are bound 
to do if business picks up,” he asked. 

Of the proceeds of the bond issue, 
Duncan said, nearly $20,000,000 went 
to pay off more demand notes held

FARE CUT BARRED. 
BY CASTERN LINES 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—(/)—Plans 
for a nation-wide reduction in the base 
railroad passenger rate of 3.6 cents a 
mile on December 1 were sidetracked 
today by the refusal of the eastern 
carriers to join the movement. 

The committee of eastern presi- 
dents, headed by Frederick E. Wil- 
liamson, New York Central head, 
which had the question of a fare cut 
under discussion for several weeks, an- 
nounced that “it had been determined 
to make no change in the basic rates 
at this time.” 

The committee pointed out that, 
under the passenger rates now in ef- 
fect in eastern territory, the average 
rate per passenger per mile for 1932 
was less than 3 .cents, and on some 
of the heavy passenger carrying lines 
as low as 2.66 cents per passenger 
per mile. 

Special rates would be. made, the 
statement added, to attract an in- 
creased rail travel. 

Inability of the roads to agree on 
a reduction was said to have resulted 
from opposition by certain of the New 
England carriers and to unreconciled 
differences ‘among southeastern roads 
as to how deeply the base fare should 
be cut. 

Rejection of the proposed cut 
raised questions regarding the adjust- 
ment of interline tariffs in view of 
the fact that western carriers have 
already arranged to adopt lower rates 
fora six months’ experimental period 
beginning on December 1 

In rail quarters it was said that 
the different base tariffs would not 
occasion any confusion since differen- 
tials almost as wide have existed pre- 
viously as between the eastern and 
western regions. 


Winter Hits Savagely

sibility in Community Life.” The 
convention, with four sessions on the 
schedule, will be resumed at 9:30 
o’clock this morning with a talk by | 
Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of | 
Atlanta schools. | 

Dr. Marx was presented by ‘the | 
group Monday night as a special fea- | 
ture in connection with the discussion | 
of the three-point plan of the council: 
Education and recreation, family wel- 
fare and child care and child welfare. 
He was introduced by Dr. J. R. Me- 
Cain, president of the conference. 

Dr. Marx said that the complexity 
of modern society had caused many 
persons to lose the neighborly touch 
and deplored the tendency to call 
upon the governmental bodies for as- 
sistance in relief work. 

“We have no right to be bad 
neighbors,” he said, “and we certain- 
ly do not realize that after all is said 
and done we must pay for relief. We 
cannot have a society in which half 
the people are suffering and the oth- 
ers happy—where half have plenty 
and the others are in want. 

“To our disgrace we have come to 
accept these conditions. We ride 
along the highway and see a man 
with a gun guarding others in stripes, 
but we are not suffering from an eco- 
nomic problem—it is spiritual.” 

Dr. Marx also condemned the “bal- 
anced budget system in charity.” He 
declared that human needs and the 
right of life was beyond the mere 
business arrangement of keeping bal- 
anced books.

Policing Machinery for 
All Codes To Be Put in 
Operation at Once. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(2)~ 
The reorganization program of NRA, 
including machinery for policing the 
operation of codes throughout the 
country, is ready to go into effect 
and its announcement is expected 
within 48 hours. 

Together with creation of local 
boards to hear price complaints, as 
provided by President Roosevelt's 
executive order, the NRA will create 
a regional network of enforcement 
agencies under direction of the score 
or more representatives of the depart- 
ment of commerce who have offices in 
the country’s principal cities. 

Will Adjust Complaints. 

Their job will not be to ‘‘snoop” 
for code violations but to receive com- 
plaints and seek their adjustment lo- 
cally. Where this method is not suc- 
cessful, cases will be taken up in 
Washington with the trade authorities 
set up for the several codes. The fed- 
eral trade commission is expected to 
enter the icture only in cases of 
flagrant violations which defy adjust- 
ment and call for judicial handling. 
This task was assigned it by the in- 
dustrial law iteelf. 

As fast as it can be done, it is the 
intention to substitute state represent- 
atives of NRA for the department of 
commerce men, to handle the compli- 
ance work on a permanent basis. Al 
ready the commerce agents are in har- 
ness for the job, having had regional 
supervision of the Blue Eagle cam- 
paign. 

In Washington, the reorganization 
will take the form of subdivision of 
the now huge staff under four lieu- 
tenants whose job it will be to lift a 
big share of the routine in supervising 
the making of codes and their admin- 
istration from the shoulders of Hugh 
S. Johnson. 

Lieutenants in Charge. 

These men, Arthur D. Whiteside, 
in charge of service trades and tex- 
tile manufacturing; Kenneth M. Simp- 
son with metals, mining, chemicals 
and related industries; Malcolm Muir 
with “capital goods” industries or 
those producing equipment that goes 
into creation of other goods, and C. C. 
Williams, supervising the vast re- 
mainder of unclassifiable manufac- 
tures, will not be given the full exee- 
utive authority delegated to Johneon 
by the president, but will be counted 
upon to settle all issues not involving 
basic policy. 

As long as Johnson remains, he ex- 
pects NRA to be a “one-man job” in 
the sense that responsibility for every 
decision will fall squarely on his 
shoulders.

DATA ON JUTE TAX 


Possibility of Tax Seen in 
Twine Bids to Post- 
office.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(/)— 
The farm administration has virtual- 


ly completed its study of a proposal 
to place a compensatory tax on jute 
to equalize the 4.2 cent a pound proc- 
essing tax on cotton, but has given 
no indication of its plans. 

Members of the administration re- 
search staff who have been in New 
York studying phases of the proposals 
not brought out at recent’ hearing 
here have returned to Washington to 
prepare report for Secretary Wallace. 

An indication that jute manufac- 
turers consider a tax on their prod- 
ucts a possibility was seen today in 
bids submitted to the postoffice de- 
partment on 600,000 pounds of twine 
when one bidder submitted in addi- 
tion to his regular bid, the same’ bid 
increased by 4.5 cents a pound. A 
footnote explained this was condition- 
al on a tax being levied on jute. 

The 4.5 cents a pound increase is 
considered by ‘arm administration ex- 
perts the approximate equal to c« 
ton’s 4.2 cents a pound as some cot- 
ton is lost in manufacturing opera- 
tion. 

Southern cotton representatives at 
the hearing on the proposal argued 
both in favor of a compeusatory tax 
on jute anj an abatement of the tax 
on cotton in competition with jute 
products. This would cover, in the 
most part, that cotton used in mak- 
ing bags for fertilizer and agricul- 
tural commodities, twine and similsr 
articles. The same arguments were 
advanced in the case of paper prod- 
ucts in competition with cotton, such 
as towels and twine. 

The farm administration, how- 
ever, considers the processing tax one 
of its basic levers in the movement 
for higher farm prices. Consequent- 
ly, cotton men have centered their 
drive for equalization with jute on 
the proposed levying of a compensa- 
tory tax.
